CIRCUMSTANCES OF A MosT 
NATURE, 

In 1795, John Leigh was the possessor 
of the manor. He was at that time sixty 
years of age, and had three children by 
a second wife, who was a Lumiey. His 
eldest son Wiiliam was in his twentieth 
year, and his daughters, Mary and Alice, 
were aged respectively eighteen and six- 
teen, On the borders of Sherwood and 
Nottinghamshire, about eight miles dis— 
tant, resided a wealthy farmer named 
uxoe, He had two sons and two 
daughters. His youngest daughter, 
Jane, Was Seventeen, and remarkable for 
her beauty. 

On the night of August 15, in the 
year last named, William Leigh was ad- 
mitted to the hall at near midnight, by 
the porter. After William had ascended 
to his room, the porter’s attention was 
attracted by dark spots on the floor, and 
on examining them, he found them to be 
bood. He trac d them up the stairs ard 
along the corridor tothe door of Wil- 
liam sapartment. ‘The porter was great- 
ly alarmed, and hesitated for some time 
as to what he should do. Finally he 
knocked at young Leigh’s door, and, re- 
Ceiving no answer, resolved to enter, if 
possible, Ile found the door open, and 
going inside, discovered William with 
his face lying downward on the bed in 
sensible. A hasty examination showed 
that the youth was bleeding profusely 
from a wound in the back. 

The porter arcused a lad who slept in 
William’s ante-room, and the two strip- 
ped the young man. In the back, just 
below the left shoulder, was a long gash, 
but it did not appear to be deep. The 
porter dressed the wound as well as he 
was able, bound strips torn from a sheet 
around the youth’s body, and then pro- 
cured a cordia), which he administered. 
In a minute or two young Leigh revived, 
and finding what the porter and his ser- 
vitor had done, expressed his gratitude, 
and begged that his father might not be 
informed of the fact of his having been 
wounded until next day. 

Early in the morning the elder Leigh 
visited his son's room, and was in a state 
of great nervous excitement, for William 
was the very apple of bis cye. The 
yourg man tolda remarkable story. He 
said that he was returning on horseback 
from his aunt's at Tickhill, when two 
met him and commanded him to stop. 
They demanded his money, which he 
handed over to them, and then one of 
them wheeled his borse alongside and 
stabbed him in the back. The knife for- 
tunately glanced, and the assassin nearly 
fell, only saving himsclf by clutching at 
William’s horse. The animal was startled 
and bounded forward, and :ecver slackcd 
until he reached the hall. 

The young man’s wound was found not 
to be serious, and in ten days’ time he 
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was able to go about as usual. In the 
meantime, every exertion bad been used 
to discoverthe perpetrators of the out- 
rage, but without result. 
On August 17, following, about cight 
o'clock at night, when the moon was 
shining brightly, the elder Leigh, his son 
andtwo daughters, were seated on the 
terrace in front of the dining room win- 
dows, which were open. The garden lay 
out below them, extending over several 
acres, and beyoud that was asmall park 
thickly dotted with trees. 

‘* There are persons moving among the 
trees in the park,” the elder girl said, 
directing her father’s attention in the di- 
rection of the figures. 

The eyes of all were turned toward 
the park, and three persons were dis- 
tinctly seen dodging from one tree to 
another, and advancing toward the hall. 
“What can this mean?” the elder 
Leigh said. ‘*‘ Whatever it may signify, 
let us be on our guard.” 

‘‘T think, father, we had better go in 
and close the windows,” the elder 
daughter said. 

“ William,” Mr. Leigh said, ‘‘ summon 
the men with their firearms, and let us 
be prepared for the worst.” 

All this time theson had not spoken a 
word, but had stood gazing intently to- 
ward the mysterious figures. At his 
father’s summons, however, he turned 
towards the house, and in ten minutes 
six armed men were standing in the 
shadow of the hall door, awaiting the 
approach of the trespassers, whoever, 
they might be. Ina little time there 
wasa noise as of the cracking of 
branches, and the watchers judged that 
the intruders were forcin: their way 
through the blackthorn hedge that sepa- 
rated the garden from the park. The 
bushes in the garden were thickly plant- 
ed and in full foliage, so that the ap- 
preach of any one from the park towards 
he hall wasthoroughly marked. After 
having waited for half an hour with no 
further sigus of the intruders, a search 
of the garden was resolved on, and while 
the elder Leigh and the butler remained 
to guard the approach to the 
dwelling, young Leigh and three servants 
made a thorough examination of the 
garden without result. Jhey returned 
to the hall, which was then closed and 
properly barricaded previous to the fam- 
ily’s retiring to bed. 

In the dead of the night awful shrieks 
reverberated through the dwelling. The 
father and son, who had occupied ad- 
joining apartments since the latter’s ill- 
ness, started from their sleep, hastily 
donned a garment or two, seized each a 
pistol and a sword, and rushed forth to 
the corridors. Here they were almost 
immediately joined by the servants, who 
had also been aroused by the terrific 
shrieks. The big bell on the tower was 
rung to arouse the villagers, and then 
the two Leighbs hastened tothe rooms 
occupied by the girls. The doors were 
fastened, and no response came to the 
summons for admission. The most 
dreadful fears took possession of father 
and brother, and after some difficulty 
the ponderous door was forced open. 


Mary and Alice occupied a suite of 
three rooms in the west angle of the hall, 
with one door of commurication with 
the corridor. On entering the first room, 
which was a parlor or boudoir, every- 
thing was in its accustomed order. But 
on entering the adjoining room, which 
was the sleeping apartment of the young- 
er daughter, Alice, a dreadful scene was 
presented. The bedclothes were gath- 
ered in a heap on the floor, and half-cov- 
ered with them lay the beautiful Alice, 
with her night dress torn into shreds and 
covered with blood. One eye protruded 
from the socket, and the throat and face 
were torn and bruised. The bosom was 
dreadfully lacerated, and there were evi- 
dences that an atrocious outrage had 
been perpetrated. In the inner room, 
occupied by Mary, the elder daughter, 
the bed was found unoccupied, and a 
search disclosed the affrighted and half- 
crazed girl concealed hehind the screen 
which in summer covered the opening 
of the large fireplace. She could give 
no explanation of the scene beyond the 
fact that she was aroused from her sleep 
by the sbrieks of her sister. She arose, 
and on reaching the door of communica- 
tion, saw Alice struggling in the grasp of 
two men. Suddenly Mary was seized from 
behindand flung into her own room. 
She fell against the fire-screep, and in a 
moment conceived the idea of conceal- 
ing herseJf behind it in the huge fire- 
place. Ha!f dead with fright, and shud- 
dering as the screams ot her sister echoed 
through the rooms, she lay there until 
she became unconscious. Who the men 
were, or by what means they gained ac- 
cess to the apartments, and acquitted 
them, she knew not. Alice lived for 
twelve hours after her discovery, but re- 
mained unconscious to the last.

The whole neighborhood wes stirred 
with indignation at the horrible outrage 
{and ney. How the perpetrators— 
| evidently thethreemen who had been 
seen to Cross the 
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After an absence of a year, during 
which Mary Leigh had died. William re- 
turned to Ardwick Hal], accompanied 
by a young and lovely wife. Three 
weeks after her arrival, she was seized 
with alarming symptoms, and died be- 
fore medical aid could be procured. 
Young Leigh was inconsolable, and se- 
cluded himself in the hall for some 
weeks. After a time, he began to go 
about again, and took long rides into the 
country, always returning, however, be- 
fore dark. On September 13, 1797, he 
retired to his room early, and by 10 
o’clock the ball was closed. After read- 
ing for some time, he extinguished all 
the candles but one, and lay down on the 
bed. He had not lain long when he 
heard a footfall in the corridor close by 
his door. He arose and listened. Some 
one was evidently trying to open the 
door. The murder of his sister and the 
attack on himself at once rose in his 
mind, and he hastily put on his clothes, 

After hesitating for some time, he re- 
membered that there was a secret pas- 
Sage from his apartments to the musi- 
cians’ gallery at the east end of the large 
dining room. Removing a picture from 
the wall, he touched a concealed spring, 
and a panel in the wainscot opened, 
Taking the candle, he entered a narrow 
stairway which led down the outside 
wall of the mansion to the gallery in the 
dining room below. The panel opening 
On the gallery was easily removed, and, 
leaving the candle on the stairs, he step- 
ped forth, descended the gallery stairs to 
the room below, and proceeded thence 
tothe main hallway. Over the grand 
staircase a lamp was burning. and keep- 
ing within the shadows he placed him- 
self where he could see any one passing 
along the corridor at the head of the 
Stairs. Presently he saw two men ap- 
proach the head of the stairs and pause. 
They wore masks on their faces, so that 
he could not distinguish the wearers. 
Concealing himself in the shadow, he 
crept round toward the western wing of 
the building, where the rooms of the 
servant men were situated. Passing up 
the narrow stairway, he knocked at the 
door of the _ butler’s bed room, 
and succeeded in arousing 
him, Young Leigh briefly re- 
lated the facts, and ina few minutes the 
four men-servants were arm: d and ready 
to go forth and secure the intruders. It 
was arranged that three of them shouid 
go by what is known as the west corridor 
tothe grand stairway, and the other 
three to return to the foot ofthe stair by 
the way taken by young Leigh. A sig- 
nal was agreed on so that the intruders 
could be secured if they were still in the 
building. Young Leigh took charge of 
the party at the foot of the stairs, and 
on reaching the door of the dining-room 
signaled‘o his companions to pause. 
There was a glimmer of light inside, and 
Leigh, carefully opening the door so as 
to admit his head, peeredin. The two 
men whom he had before were seen tap-— 
ing the wainscot around the room, evi- 
dently searching for some secret door. 
Leigh beckoned his assistants and gave 
his signal to those up-stairs, who at once 
descended. The next moment the six 
men rushedinto the dining-room. The 
two intruders faced round, and one of 
them discharged apistol. Young Leigh 
exclaimed: 

‘*I’m shot; secure them at all hazard.” 
‘Then he dropped intoa chair. There 
was a rapid discharge of firearms, and in 
a few minutes the two men, both fatally 
wouuded, were secured. Young Leigh 
was next attended to, but it was too late, 
for the bullet had penetrated his chest, 
and he had bled to death ina few sec- 
onds. 

The sequel of this dreadful story is 
soon teld. William Leigh had seduced 
Jane Tuxoe, the daughter of the farmer 
of Sherwood Forest, before referred to. 
On her giving birth toa child and dis- 
closing the secret of her ruin, her father 
and brother vowed vengence on her 
seducer. Tuxoe, in his younger days, 
was employed at the hal!, and had be- 
come acquainted with some of the secret 
passages of the old baronial dwelling. 
The attack ou William Leigh on the 
highway having failed to be fatal. they 
concocted the dreadful outrage, which 
was subsequently perpetrated. It was 
designed to ruin both ef the sisters of 
young Leigh, but the ravishers were 
alarmed, and decamped before they could 
accomplish their object. They gained 
admission to the hall by a secret passage, 
which led from asummer house at the 
foot of the garden toa suite of rooms 
occupied by the girls, and effected their 
escape by the same means. The young 
bride of William Leigh was another vic- 
tim of their vengence. Entering the 
hall by the way above mentioned, one of 
them made his way to the chamber of 
the young couple, and introduced a dead- 
ly poison into the pitcher of water which 
stood ou the dressing table. The design 
was to poisen both husband and wife, 
but the latter only drank. 

The last attempt to dispatch young 
Leigh was undertaken by the two sons ot 
Tuxoe, with what result is known. After 
making a full confession of their crimes, 
and rejoicing in their success, the broth- 
ers died. ‘Tuxoe fied, and escaped jus- 
tice for many years, He was finally 
captured in Doncaster, to which place he 
returned secretly ten years after the final 
tragedy. lJlewas tried for the crimes 
which his own s¢ ns’ confession had fixed 
a him, and was hanged in January, 
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From the time of tne murder of Wil- 
Jiam Leigh the ball was deserted. .The 
next of kin, acollateral branch of the 
family bearing another name, enclosed 
the hall and apart of the garden and 
grounds, and removing the furniture and 
pictures, allowed the mansion to fall into 
ruins. There it stands to this day. 
The secret passages and stairways can 
still be seen, but the visitor will find it 
very difficult to induce any of the villagers 
to accompany him near the spot and 
point out to him the objects of interest. 
The place is said to be haunted, and at 
night the old hail is often to be seen 
brilliantly illuminated, and figures are to 
be distinguished passing back and forth. 
So the villagers say.

The Wilcox tannery, in Elk county, 
Pa., is the largest tannery in this coun- 
try, and the largest exclusively sole 
leather tannery in the world. lts pro- 
duction for several years past has been 
from 150,000 to 200,000 sides per year. 
Probably the next largest tannery is that 
of the Wisconsin leather company, at 
Milwaukee, where from 50,000 to 60,000 
hides and skins are annually worked in 
and made into harness, wax-leather and 
sole.

FANCY STOCK. 
Some notable sales of shorthorn stock 
have recently taken place inthe west, 
and the big prices brought do not seem 
to indicate any alarming scarcity of 
greenbacks in that region. At Vine- 
wood, near Lexington, Ky., the other 
day, for instance, several thousand per- 
sons were present, and the sales were 
quick and brisk. Bidders were present 
from England as well as from Canada 
and the northwest generally. The total 
amount realized for seventy three head 
was $123,450;sixty-three females brought 
$109,450, an average of $1,709.92, and 
nine males brought $14,015, an average 
of $1,557.22 per head. The famous calf 
Duchess of Airdrie, born June 30, 1875, 
was sold for $17,500, which would strike 
one asa good price to pay for a four 
months’ old calf. At another sale in 
Cynthiana there were ninety-five head 
sold iu all (not counting calves sold with 
mothers, unweaned,) which brought in 
the neat little sum of $49,190. There 
were sold also seventy-four females and 
six calves, averaging for the former 
$395 per head, and for the latter $148.33 
per head, and obtaining for the eight 
head the sum of $30,180. Another stoc 
fancier sold fifteen females for $19,000.

The meie announcement of this motion 
was sufficient to inspire the warmest en- 
thusiasm, and was uran'inously carried, 
with such heartfelt cheeis that ~allent scl- 
diers can only give. 

General Phil Cook moved the committce 
of five be authorized toapply to the legisla: 
ture fora suitable charter for this Home, 
and for adonation from the state in aid of 
this cause, and ina few remarks stated 
that the state had establizhed several asy- 
lums for other praiseworthy purpose3, but 
none more worthy than those that the atso- 
ciation had in view. 

General Gordonsustained the motionin a 
short speech, explaining that the home 
meanta shelterfor every disabled soldier 
and distitute child of the fallen braves; 
that there was no man, woman or child that 
would not fail to contribute their mite, even 
if it was but five cents, upwards to more ac- 
cording to their abiity. 

At the court-house, the evening previous, 
he asked the opinion of the audience, and 
every man voted to give a contribution, and 
to-day anumberof gentlemen had offered 
$500. 

The motion was unanimously carried, 
witb applause and chee's. 

The chair announced that the association 
would be pleased to hear from any other 
speaker. Calls were made fo: Hon Thomas 
Hardeman, who thanked the audience and 
said he approved all that had passed, but 
had notime to speak, as the great object 
now was laudable business.

Upon the motion of Col. Charles C, Kib- 
bee, all of the old officers not already elect- 
ed, were elected, except at the request of 
Gen, Lawton, Gen, Phil. Cook was elected 
first vice president instcaiof himself; Gen. 
Lawton remaining chairman of the execu- 
tive committee.

The plain- 
tiff proved the weight and value of the 
cotton. The defendant proved that what 
Harrison turned over to him in payment 
for supplies lacked.about $2,000 ot» pay- 
ing for thé supplies furnished. It also 
appears from the evidence, that the plain- 
tiff knew what. terms of the 
contract betwceo defendant and Iar- 
risop, and that plaintiff was 
indented to Harrison $120 00 for 
supplies firfiished By~ the latter to 
him. ‘The defendant claims the cotton 
under his contract with Harrison im pay- 
ment of what he owes him for the stp- 
plies furnished him under that contract.

the court, in directing them to change 
their verdict to ‘‘we, the jury, find for 
the plaintiff the suin of $96 00 for the 
principal,” that principal and interest 
might be consolidated.

The contract between the defendant 
and Harrison being a verbel one, the 
defendant had no lien on [Harrison’s part 
of the crop for supplies furnished him, 
aud if Harrison by himself or agent, de- 
livered the bale of cotton sued for to the 
plaintiff, in payment for his labor, outof 
his half of the cropin pursuance of his 
contract with him, the plaintiff was en- 
titled to the same as against the defendant. 
If Harrison failed to turn overto the 
defendant enough of his part of the crop 
to pay for the supplies furnished under 
his contract, that Was a matter between 
the defendant and Harrison; he had fo 
lien om the bale of Cotton. which Harti- 
son, by his agent, Nad delivered to the 
plaintiff in payment forhisJabor. Ifthe 
contract between the defeadant and Har, 
rison had been in writing, and had erca- 
ted a lien upon the entire crop made On 
the place for the rent thercof and supplies 
furnished, then he could have foreclosed 
his lien in the manner provided by the 
statute, and have levied upon the entire 
crop. ‘here was no error in the charge of 
tbe court in relation to this branch of 
the case, in view of the evidence contain- 
ed im the record. ‘The court having 
charged the jury that they might fin the 
highest proven value of the cotton from 
the time of conversion, to the time of the 
commencement of the suit,the jury found 
a ve.dict for $75.00 principal and the 
sum Of $21.00 jfor interest. The court 
directed the jury to consolidate the prin- 
cipal and interest, which they did, and 
returned a verdict for $96.00. This di- 
rection of the court to consolidate the 
interest with the highest proven value of 
te cotton asa part of the damages 
which the plaintiff was entitled to recover 

from the defendant for the conversion of 
the cotton was error. Barnett & Co. ys 
Thompson, 37th Ga.

WARNER, C. J. 

This wasaclaim case, and on the 
trial thereof, the jury under the charge of 
the court, found the property levied on 
subject to the pane ffs execution. The 
case comes before us on a bill of excep- 
tions to the rulings of the court in the 
progress of the trial. It appears from 
the record, that the execution offered in 
evidence by the plaintiff, had upon it the 
following entry: 

“This execution issued in lieu of lost 
original, April 29th, 1873.” Signed Jesse 
J. Bradford, clerk superior court, Mus- 
cogee county.” The claimaut objected 
to the introduction of the execution in 
evidence, the court overruled the objec- 
tion and allowcd it to be’ read, and that 
is the only error insisted on hereto the 
ruling of the court. The execution on 
its face appears to have been issued as an 
original execution to enforce the judg- 
ment therein recited, and which was 
issued fromthe county court and dated 
on the 4th day of August, 1867. What 
authority of law the clerk of the superior 
court had, by making the entry 
upon it on the 29th day 
of April, 1873, that it was issued 
in lieu of a lost original, to thereby 
convert an original execution into an 
alias execution, we are not advised. In 
no legal aspect of the case was that en~ 
try, without more, competent evidence to 
impeach or invalidate the original execu- 
tion which had been levied on the prop. 
erty claimed, and the court did not err 
in overruling the claimant’s objections to 
the execution because of the clerk’s cn-- 
try upon it and In allowing it to be read 
in evidence to the jury. 

Let the judgment of the court below

WARNER, C. J. 

It appears from the record in this case, 
that an original bill had be n filed by 
Ldwin T. Gray against Obear as the 
executor of his father’s will, calling upon 
him for an account and settlement as 
such executor. The defendant set up as 
a defense to that suit that he held the 
property claimed, as trustee under the 
wil. of the complainant’s deceased father, 
and was not bound to account to him as 
executor. Ona former trial of that case, 
which was brought here by a writ of 
error, the judgment of the court below 
was reversed and a new trial ordered, this 
court holding and deciding that a trust 
estate could not be created in this state 
for the sole benefiiof a full grown man 
who is sui yuris, and be conveyed to a 
trustee for the purpose of protecting it 
against his creditors for the payment of 
his debts, or for the purpose of depriving 
him from the free use and enjoyment of 
such property asthe cwner thereof. It 
did not appear on the face of the plead- 
ings on the former trial that the alleged 
cestin Que trust Was non compos mentis, 
and, therefore, incapable of managing 
his own property; the defendant 
in his answer to the complainant’s bill 
in that suit, did not allege that fact. 
The defendant has now amended his 
answer alleging that the complainant is, 
and was at the time of the execution of 
his father’s will, non compos mentts, and 
incapable of managing his affairs. The 
defendant also alleges in his amended 
answer, in ithe nature of a cross bill, that 
certain executions issued on judgments 
obtained againat Edwin T. Gray, on con- 
tracts made by him with one Harris, 
have been assigned and transferred by 
said Harris to J. & J.C. Rutherford 
who have caused the same to be levied 
on lot Nv. 19, as the property of E. J. 
Gray, which is held by the defendant as 
trustee for him, the defendant alleging 
that the making of the contracts with 
Gray by Harris aud obtaining judgments 
thereon, was a fraud upon the defendant 
as trustee aforesaid. The defendant in 
his said auswer in the nature of a cross 
bill, prays that J. & J. C. Rutherford 
may be made parties thereto, and that 
they be enjoined from proceeding to sell 
the property levied on as aforesaid, or 
any other property under said execu- 
tions, until the further order of the 
court. On the hearing of the motion for 
the injunction as prayed for, 
the presiding judge granted the 
same. Wereupon the defendants in the 
cross-bill, J. & J. C. Rutherford, except- 
ed. The original bill, and the answer 
thereto, which is now sought to be 
amended, wasa suit between Edwin T. 
Gray and Obear, the defendant, as exe- 
cutor of William Gray, calling upon the 
latter for an account and settlement 
with the complainant, as executor. The 
defendant insisted that he was not liable 
to account to the complainant as cxecu- 
tor, because he held the property as 
trustee, and that the objects and purposes 
of the trust had not been executed; that 
was the question involved between the 
parties in the original suit. In our judg- 
ment, it was competent for the defend- 
ant to amend his answer, by alleging that 
the complainant was non compos mentis 
for the purposes of that suit, but we are 
not aware of any law, or rule of equity 
practice, which would autnorize the de- 
fendant, by a cross bill, to make J. & J. 
C. Rutherford parties to that suit be- 
tween Gray and Obear, the defendant 
therein, Why should the defendant be 
allowed, by a cross-bill, to —_ them 
to be made parties to that ori | suit, 
end: litigate between him and Edwin T. 
Gray? If the defendant has a 
title, as trustee to the property levied 
on, he can interpose his claim to it. 

If there are any obstacle in the way of 
his asserting his claim to the property in 
the manner pointed out by law, or if his 
remedy at law is inadequate for his pro- 
protection, then let him file an ori,inal 
bill against the rties, and not force 
them by a cross bill into a litigation be- 
tween himself and Gray with which they 
had no concern as te the object of that 
original suit. In our judgment, the lw 
seding judge erred in ing J. & J.C. 
Rutherford parties to the original suit 
between Gray and the defendant in the 
nature of a cross bill, and then enjoinin 
them, on the statement of facts discl 
in the record,

Gen. John B. Gordon moved ihat a com- 
mittee of five be appointed by the chair to

The meie announcement of this motion 
was sufficient to inspire the warmest en- 
thusiasm, and was uran‘inously carried, 
with such heartfelt chee:s that callent scl- 
diers can only give. 

General Phil Cook moved the committee 
of five be authorized to apply to the legisla: 
ture fora suitable charter for this Home, 
and for adonation from the state in aid of 
this cause, and ina few remarks stated 
that the state had establizhed several asy- 
lums for other praiseworthy purpose3, but 
none more worthy than those that the atso- 
ciation had in view.

There was no error in the charge of 
tbe court in relation to this branch of 
the case, in view of the evidence contain- 
ed im the record. ‘The court having 
charged the jury that they might fin‘l the 
highest proven value of the cotton from 
the time of conversion, to the time of the 
commencement of the suit,the jury found 
a vecdict for $75.00 principal and the 
sum of $21.00 jfor interest. The court 
directed the jury to consolidate the prin- 
cipal and interest, which they did, and 
returned a verdict for $96.00.
